The changes upon which both the offl 
cera named were tried arose out of 
the same transactions In the conduct 
of the Sam ar campaign. 
The W aller case was closed with 
the approval of the action of the court­ 
m artial which acquitted him. but the 
Smith case is still subject to the ac- i 
tion of the president. Judge Advocate 
General Davis is now preparing the 
case for his action. It Is g«ierally un­ 
derstood that the court found that the 
charges against General Smith were 
not sustained, and acquitted him. Ow- 
ing to the prominence of the case and 
the attention it has received in con­ 
gressional debates on the Philippine 
bill, the action of the president in the 
m atter is awaited with more than or­ 
dinary interest. 
The impression pre- ! 
Vails that he will improve the oppor- i 
tunlty to express his ideas on the sub- I 
ject of the conduct of m ilitary affairs 
in the Philippines. 


W ashington, June 27.—At 8 o’clock 
last night, at the end of a nine-hour 
session, and of a debate lasting night 
and day for a week. tho house passed 
the Philippine civil government bill, 
practically as it came from the com­ 
mittee. 
It was a party vote, 141-97, 
with the exception of Mr. McCall of 
M assachusetts, who voted with the 
Democrats. 
The minority substitute 
for the establishm ent of a tem porary 
governm ent in the islands and their 
perm anent independence as soon as a 
stable government could be establish­ 
ed. was defeated by 95 to 136. 
The debate during the day was at 
tim es of a lively character. The Dem­ 
ocrats offered a multitude of amend­ 
ments. but a1! were voted down, in­ 
cluding one offered by Mr. Patterson 
of Tennessee to prohibit slavery or 
involuntary servitude in the islands. 
The greatest interest attached to an 
am endm ent 
offered 
by Mr. McCall 
(Rep., Mass ), to the end of the bill. 
to declare the policy of the United 
States to he to develop the capacity 
of the Filipinos for self-government 
and pledging the faith of the United 
States to grant them self-government. 
He supported the am endm ent in an 
eloquent speech, and the Democrats 
challenged their political adversaries 
to declare their future policy. 
Mr. 
Grosvenor of Ohio and Mr. Cooper of 
W isconsin said it would be unwise to 
mortgage the future by making such 
a declaration 
now. 
and 
the 
latter 
quoted Governor Taft as saying that 
such a promise now would end to pre­ 
vent the pacification of the islands. 
The am endment was lost, 89 to 128. 
It was a strict party vote, except for 
Mr. McCall and Mr. Littlefield (Me.), 
who voted with the Democrats for the 
amendment. 
Before the consideration of the Phil­ 
ippine bill was resumed yesterday the 
house, by a vote of 252 to 8. adopted 
the conference report on the isthmian 
canal bill, thus accepting in toto the 
senate bill. 
The bill now goes to the 
president.

pay $1,312,000, but there is $1,085,000 
that cannot be paid until 1915 accord­ 
ing to the term s of the loan. The pay­ 
m ent of $1,000,000 will reduce the in­ 
terest $2,500 a month.

T estim ony to H istory. 
W ashington, 
June 
27.—Admiral 
Dewey mar^e a statem ent yesterday 
i before the senate com rn11 tee of the 
Philippines concerning the early oper­ 
ations at Manila when he was In com­ 
mand of the American naval force la 
Philippine waters. 
The admiral con­ 
tributed an im portant addition to the 
history of the surrender of the city 
of Manila. 
This consisted of a positive state­ 
ment that the city had been taken at 
the tim e the Spanish fleet was sunk, 
and that when the city did surrender 
It was in pursuance of a definite un­ 
derstanding between himself and the 
Spanish governor-general. 
In expla­ 
nation of his statem ent that the city 
of Manila had surrendered on the day 
of the destruction of the Spanish fleet. 
Admiral Dewey said that during the 
naval engagem ent several guns had 
been fired at him from the shore bat­ 
teries and that as soon as the Spanish 
squadron was destroyed 
he steam ed 
toward the city, sending word to the 
governor that if another shot was fired 
from the shore he would fife upon the 
city. 
“The governor replied,” the ad­ 
miral went on, “that if I did not fire 
upon 
the city the 
shore 
batteries 
would remain silent. The Spanish flag 
was not taken down, but white flags 
were raised. 
It was a surrender, and 
if I had had with me 5.000 troops with 
which to occupy the city. I could have 
taken It and held It. 
I anchored my 
ships under bls guns. 2.000 yards, and 
lay there twenty-four hours. 
During 
that tim e the governor general sent 
word to me several tim es that he 
wanted to surrender to me—to the 
navy. 
I cou’d not entertain his prop­ 
osition of a formal surrender, because 
of the lack of troops to take posses­ 
sion of the city." 
The adm iral said that after Aguin- 
aldo got his forces organized he occu­ 
pied Cavite, but when he (Dewey) 
learned that Ameru an troops were 
expected to arrive soon, he asked the 
Filipinos to retire. 
They at first de­ 
murred. but ultim ately consented. 
It was after this time, July 15, that 
Aguinaldo sent to him from Baccoor 
his first proclam ation of the independ­ 
ence of the Philippines. 
"That proclam ation," said the ad­ 
miral. "was the first intim ation I had 
ever received of the aspiration of the 
Philippine people for an Independent 
government. 
Aguinaldo had never 
told me that the independence of his 
people was his aim. 
But when the 
proclamation came I thought nothing 
of it. 
Indeed, I attached so little im­ 
portance to it that I did not cable It 
to W ashington, but left Its transm it­ 
tal to the mails." 
When Senator Lodge asked the ad­ 
miral: 
“Did you recognize the Phil­ 
ippine republic?’’ he replied: 
“I did 
not. 
I never gave it the slightest rec­ 
ognition. 
I had no authority jto do so, 
and besides did not consider It ar 
organized government. 
There was a 
reign of terror 
and the P hilippine 
force was riding rough shod over the 
community, com mitting many acts of 
cruelty. 
I sent word to Aguinaldo 
that he must treat his prisoners kind­ 
ly. and he replied that he would.”
